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VOCATIONAL WEEK 
OPENS AT GEORGI 


Athens, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
This week at the summer school of 
the University of .Georgia has been 
designated by Director J. S. Stew 
art as “Vocational Week.” At this 


time all of the teachers of vocational 
agricusture, home economics, trades 
and industries in the public schools 
in Georgia will assemble in Athens to 
plan for next year’s work, and the 
thoughts of the 1,750 students in the 
summer school will be directed to that 
practical type of education that fits 
boys and girls for useful employment. 

The teachers of vocational agricul- 
ture in the high school departments 
of the state as well as the A. & M. 
schools will enroll for intensive courses 
in marketing, poultry production and 
agricultural educarion. Special con- 
ferences have been arronged for the 
teachers of home economics and trades 
and industrial subycts. 

A special program has been arrang- 
ed that will bring some of the most 
prominent educators in Georgia to 
Athens to speak on the subject of vo- 
cational education. On Monday morn- 
ing Chancellor D. C. Barrow, chair- 
man of the Georgia state board for 
vocational education, wall 
chapel at the university on “The Need 
for Vor-tional Education in Georgia.” 
A~ «ne Octagon hall on Monday night 
at 8 o’clock Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
president of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, will speak on the 
subject, “Unminted Gold.” In _ this 
talk Dr. Soule will point out the place 
of vocational education in the life of 
the child and will call attention to 
the phases of development that make 
for a well-rounded life.

vocational education are being con- 
ducted in seventy-four counties of the 
state. This work 1s being carried on 
by the puble school systems of these 


board for vocational education. 

To assist the state in carrying out 
this work funds are furnished by the 
federal government un the basis of the 
population of the state. 

$125,000 for Georgia. 

Next year the funds alloted to the 
state of Georgia for vocational edu- 
cation will amount to $124,960.36. 
The largest part of this money is used 
in the teaching of agriculture. Oniy 
two states in the union—Texas and 
Pennsylvania—have a greater roru! 
population. than Georgia. ™ 
Every boy who takes this work is 
required to do some farming for bhim- 
self under the supervision of his 
teacher. Last year, accdrding to the 
folder, the boys in the high school de- 
partments sold almost $90,000 worth 
of farm products. This was a larger 
amount than was paid to their teach- 
ers in salary. 

In home economics 600 girls are 
enrolled in high schools, and 1,800 
in part time and evening classes. 
These girls and women study such 
courses as cooking, sewing, millinery, 
child care and home decoration. 
The trades and industrial «livision 
of the work in vocational education 
takes care of the vocations of city 
boys and girls. According to J. F. 
Cannon, supervisor of this phase ot 
the work, over 80,0uu white boys and 
girls between the ages of 14 and 20 
are out of school and engages in oc- 
cupations or struggling for occupa- 
tions, 

Thousands of men and women un- 
prepared and yet fervea to get into 
the struggle of making a living. 

’ The state of Georgia has made pro- 
vision for taking care of these groups 
by means of.-the work of the state 
board for vocational education. 

It was in connection with this phase 
of vocational education that the “op- 
portunity school” of Atlanta was de- 
veloped. 

During vocational week at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia the teachers of vo- 
cational subjects in the public schools 
of the state will outline the work for 
the coming year. and the importance 
of this type of edueation in order to 
have a well grounded state system of 
education will be discussed.

regarding this work and these contracts. 

Before these contracts were let bids 
were invited by giving thirty days’ notice 
in local newspapers and other papers in 
the state, and the stafe highway engineer 
requested the county to receive bids on 
two forms of contracts, one known as the 
form ‘‘A’’ contract, which is a contract 
whereby the contractor bids to furnish al! 
the labor, material, etc.. for a lump sum. 
The other, known as the form ‘‘B’’ contract, 
which is a contract whereby the contractor 
estimates that the labor, material, etc., 
will cost so much and guarantees to build 
the road within his estimate. and if he 
builds the road for less than the estimated 
cost he shares in the saving to the ex- 
tend of 25.per cent. 


When the bids were received on concrete 
road, it was ascertained that the bid made 
by the successful bidders was on form 
“B’’ contract and was $114,944.97 less than 
the lowest bid under form ‘‘A’*’ contract. 
This being true the commissioners accepted 
the form “‘B’® contract and awarded the 
contract accordingly and through the efforts 
and efficiency of the highway department

In any event it is only fair that 
the people should have a clear and 
comprehensive idea as to what a 
bond issue will mean in its rela-| 
tionship to taxation. 

As pointed out by Mr. Van Har-! 
lington the question of general or 
ad valorem taxation does not enter 
into it in any capacity. 

The income from motor vehicle 
licenses—materially increased a 
year ago in anticipation of a road 
bond issue—is to be set aside, by 
the proposal, to meet both the car- 
rying changes, that is the accruing 
interest, and to establish a’ sinking 
fund for their final retirement. 

It does not mean, by the same 
token, any increase in the licenses, 
as the present rates were fixed with 
this purpose in vier. 

Therefore, any bond issue au- 
thorized will be for the purpose of 
securing from the federal govern. 
ment, without expense or obliga 
tion, one dollar for every dollar 
Georgia automobilists themselves 
put up for the continuation of the 
system of state highways in Geor- 
gia, already begun, and of ines 
timable benefit to the material wel- 
fare of the state.

Proposed Roads Bonds 
In Their Relation to Taxes | 


Editor Constitution: From the 
many misleading statements being is- 
sued regarding the proposed bond 
issue for good roads, it appears that 
the facts are not clearly understood, 
or else it is a clear case of fooling the 
people again. 

The good roads bond issue will not 
add one cent of taxes to any resi- 


dent of Georgia, if carried out in ae- 
cordance with the proposal as submit- 
ted to the legislature. 

No tax will be imposed upon the 
people generally, nor is it proposed 
that such a tax be made. 

Owners of motor cars, trucks and 
tractors are the ones who will pay 
for these good roads through the bond 
issue, and under the present laws, 
they are already being taxed to meet 
the payments of the bonds, should 
they be issued. 

Two years ago, the legislature in- 
creased the license tax on motors and 
trucks, and recently added a tax of 
one cent per gallon on gasoline. The 
increase in -license fees and ‘the tax 
on gasoline is being paid by every 
owner of a car, truck or tractor, and 
will continue to be paid until the 
legislature repeals the acts. 

Unless we do issue bonds to build 
our roads, we will not be able to meet 
the requirements of the United States 
government, which has agreed to give 
us $2,700,000 per year for this pur- 
pose, providing that we match this 
with an equal amount of money. Un- 
less we do this, we will not receive 
the government money. 

Do the people of Georgia really 
want good roads in this state, without 
one added cent of taxation to proper- 
ty owners who do not own motor cars, 
trucks: or tractors?_ If so, they will 
overwhelmingly vote for this bond 
issue, and will also write their legis- 
lative members to support the bill. 

No bonds will be sold and issued, 
except when it is certified by the 
secretary of state, and the treasurer, 
that the inéome from the license taxes 
and the gasoline tax will capitalize 
the bonds within a given period. No 
more honds will be issued in any one 
year than will provide for the work 
of that succeeding year. and After 
a period of a few vears, the ontstand- 
ing bonds will become payable and

FLETCHERISM FOR FAT FOLKS 

Horace Fletcher weighed as: much 
as 217 pounds at one time, and he 
was 67 inches tall. In 1898 he 
weighed 205 pounds in summer cloth- 
ing. Then he began his famous ex- 
periment masticating every morsel 
until the taste had wholly disap- 
peared. In about three months he 
weighed 163 pounds—the waist meas- 
ure had been reduced from 43 to 37 
inches. He was then 49 years old. 
He wrote that “The energy and desire 
jor activity with immunity from fa- 
tigue, which was the characteristic 
equipment of 20 years ago, returned, 
but not, of course, the trained muscu- 
lar strength or suppleness of athletic 
cays.”’ 

The food “invited by appetite” con- 
sisted of “about thirty ordinary 
mouthfuls of potato, bread, meat, or 
aoything selected by appetite, mas- 
ticated and manipulated to the end. 
One meal a day was taken for con- 
venience and because it seemed, un- 
der the then existing circumstances, 
hot summer weather, to be the time 
set by nature for eating.” That 
was at midday. He wrote that he 
rese about daylight and began writ- 
ing or other work, that by 1 o'clock 
he usually was “worked out,” and 
then he had finished a fair dav’s 
vork, and stopped for his meal. He 
chcese to eat, whatever appealed to 
him on the menu, whether some meat, 
some fish, cup of coffee, milk, po- 
tuto, fruit, bread and butter—any~ 
thing whatever. “About thirty 
mouthfuls of these, disposed of in 
something less than twenty-five Hun- 
dred acts of mastication or other 
movement of the mouth, and taking 
about thirty to thirty-five minutes, 
satisfied the appetite so perfectly 
that all the ic@s and desserts on a 
sumptuous bill of fare had no attrac- 
tion.” 

Fletcher urged the sipping of all 
beverages that have any taste— 
everything except water. He drank 
very freely of water. but not when 
any food was in the mouth. He 
liked his cafe an lait thoroly sweet- 
ened, and he sipped it with much 
eniorment. This sweetened coffee 
satisfied all desire for other sweets. 
Ife did not trv to work or think 
for some time after this midday meal 
—rather he read. attended a_ hall 
game, took a walk or a ride for two 
or three hours. New York business 
men seldom dawdle away more than 
two hours after midday lunchen— 
but certainly they are the champion 
dawdlers after Iunch. TI have often 
wondered how business keeps going 
so well in New York with all the busi- 
ness men out to lunch a large share 
of the husinness day. 

Fletcher did advocate rejection of 
nll residne from the mouth after the 
ninstication had extracted all taste. 
That was where he overshot himeelf.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Can the stethoscope be relied upon 
in diagnosing diseases of the lungs or 
heart? Is it possible for one to have 
heart trouble which may not be de- 
tected by the stethoscope?—Miss S. P. 

Answer—The stethoscope conveys 
to the doctor’s ear the sounds pro- 
duced by the lung or heart, and ex- 
cludes extraneous sounds so that he 
may concentrate his attention on the 
character of the sounds of lungs or 
henrt. In many diseases of the heart 
and nearly all diseases ofthe lungs 
these sounds have more or less char- 
acteristic changes, which tell the doc- 
tor what is wrong. In some heart 
diseases, however, the stethoscope ex- 
amination is negative. So one might 
have very grave heart disease which 
could not be determined by the sound 
alone. . 
Compulsory Vaccination. 

My daughter will be old enough 
to enter school this coming term. Is 
it compulsory to have her vaccinated? 
Ibo you know any measures I can 
take to prevent having her vaccinated? 
—Mrs. J. A. P. 

Answer—Probably a certificate 
from your physician will suffice, if 
there is some good reason why vacci- 
ration is not advisable now. For the 
little girl’s own protection she should 
be vaccinated at the earliest opportu- 
nity. Unvaccinated, her beauty, lib- 
erty and life are to a certain extent 


jeopardized. 
Salt Water. 


Will warm water and salt injure 
the eyes? Is such a solution in any 
way beneficial? How many times a 
day should the teeth be brushed—R. S. 

Answer—Not if just the right 
amount of salt is dissolved in the 
water, and that isa rounded teaspoon- 
ful to the pint of boiled water, which 
is non-irritating like the saltv tears.

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Washington, July 9.—With the in- 
troduction inte the house of the radio 
bill, officials here see a marked im- 
provement in the general tone of the 
radio art as practiced by manufac- 
turers and distributors—experienced 
or otherwise. 

Although “freak” attempts to popu- 
:arize the radiwphone through outland- 
ish apparatus and exaggerated de- 
scriptions of abnormal “stunts” are 
stil] being brought to the attention 
of government authorities, neverthe- 
less their number is conspicuously 
smaller than a few months ago when 
radio was credited with doing every- 
thing from rocking the baby to sleep 
to communicating with the spirit 
world, 

The reason for this stabilization, it 


is pointed out, would seem to be that 


dio fans are at last learning the 
findamental facts about radio. How- 
ever, throughout the period of what 
has been termed “hysterical growth,” 
some truly scientific facts oc¢casion- 
ally crept into rado demonstrations 
and displays. Now. it is believed, 
radio itself has put the “reverse Eng- 
lish” on this “hysterical growth” and 
ioday occasionally some truly ridicu- 
lous facts creep in where scientific 
facts crept in before, 

It is this conservation of ‘“‘fire- 
works” that will bring radio to the 
level of scientific usefulness now oc- 
eupied by wireless telegraphy and the 
loud-speaking telephone. This level, 
officials believe, must be and is being 
sought by radio manufacturers and 
distributors because they fully realize 
that their future market lies not in 
the cits so much as in the country. 
‘The farmer, it would seem, always 
“eomes from Missouri,” and radio 
companies have come to recognize this 
fact not only for their own henefit 
but for the henefit of the radio art 
ns well, 

Tt has recently heen esimated that 
1dio business will reach the $70,- 
800.000 mark this year. Inasmuch as 
eovernment officials look for many 
times as much business next vear, the 
enormity of radio telephonvy's impor- 
tanee can be grasped at once, 

Prohahbly the radio bill. when 
passed, will®provide a “traffic com- 
mittee’ of twelve experts—six gov- 
ernment men and six privatefexperts 
—to keep an eve on the progress of 
the art in its function as a public 
utility. Although this body fs not 
jntended as a board of censors. nev- 
ertheless, it was said, a certain degree 
of condemnation or criticism of cer- 
tain phases of present-day radio prae- 
tices mav he necessary in the interest 
ef guilting the proper progress of 
the art.

But don’t kick if the 30-cent 
bunch of junk does not give as good 
results as the thousand-dollar outfit. 
lou see sets in stores with amplifiers 
and loud speakers that give forth a 
tremendous volume of sound with 
fuirly good quality, but don't pur- 
chase a erystal set or a single tube 
set and take it home expecting to get 
the same results. 

You mst bear in mind that crystal 
sets have a comparatively short range 
wth the broadcasted concerts; prob- 
aoly not more than 15 or 25 miles 
should be expected. If you live near 
n broadcasting station and have the 
fucilities for putting up a good aerial 
n crystal set wiil be quite satisfac- 
tory and inexpensive. Such sets can 
he bought all ready assembled for 
from $5 to $50. Remember when you 
purchase such a set that you cannot

His hu- 
man weaknesses did not ostracize him 
from the love and appreciation of his 
fellow .men. ‘They rather endeared 
him to them. For he was the poet of 
nature, Ile endured all the usual 
vicissitudes of humble life and while 
not condoning his own weaknesses he 
offered them as a guide to help others.

Former German 
Chancellor Talks' 


On Newest Crisis 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
New York, July 9%—Germany is 

counting on Great Britain and the 
United States to save her from dis- 
memberment if France demands this 
price for failure to pay the July repa- 
rations bill, Dr. George Michaelis, 
who was chancellor of the German 
empire under the kaiser, in 1917, de- 
clared here Sunday. 

France, he said, is blinded by hate 
and cannot see that if Germany goes 
down—as he says she will if the al- 
lies insist or their present repara- 
t.ons demands—she will drag France 
down with ber and cause the whole 
world to suffer another period of de 
pression and confusien. 

“I besitate to think what would 
happen if France should oceupy the 
Ruhr basin, or some of our other val- 
uable industrial districts in order to 
collect in that way What we cannot 
aifard to pay in reparations,” Dr, 
Michaelis said. “That would prob- 
ably arouse a spirit of despair and 
hatred that it might be impossible to 
keep in hand. There would be a great 
explosion. 

Realize Consequences. 

But I don’t think England and 
America would permit France to do 
that. The British realize too well 
woat the terrible consequences would 
be. France would go down in the 
crash with Germany and England and 
America would suffer greatly, though 
not so much as France.” 

Dr. Michaelis is here on his way 
home from a trip to the Orient in 
behalf of the international Christian 
stz.aents’ movement. He is head of 
the movement in Germany and has 
retired from all political life. This 
ian, who was head of the kaiser’s 
government for several critical months 
during the war, lounged in a big arm- 
chair at his hotel in an English-look- 
ing tweed suit, a short, pleasant-hu- 
mored man of 65, and kept turning 
questions about Germany into talk of 
idealism and co-operative movements 
of a quasi-socialistic nature, in which 
he is interested. He talked—in almost 
perfect English—more like a radically 
inclined economics professor than a 
man who had directed the German 
government at a critical period of the 
war. 

Much Depressed. 

“T have been very much depressed 
by the news from Germany in the 
last two days,” Mr. Michaelis said. 
“The continued decline of the mark 
is an awful thing for us. I am glad 
that our government asked for a mora- 
torium on the July reparations pay- 
ment, for I really believe the govern- 
ment is unable to pay it. I spent 
many years in the government before 
the war. I became food controller 
during the war and finally, in 1917, 
I was made chancellor. From this 
long experience [I think IT know 
truly what Germany can afford to 
pay, and I believe it is impossible for 
her to pay the sums asked by the 
allies, either in gold or in goods. 

“If the treaty of Versailles is not 
changed, it will really be impossible 
for Germany to go on. If we must 
eontinue to pay sucli sums as are 
asked, the mark will keep on going 
lower. Millions of dollars are being 
kept out of Germany by our big 
business men bemuse if they bring 
the money into the country they will 
have to give it up to the allies 
through taxes. 

Wants New Parley. 

“There are dozens of German com- 
panies which handle all of their money 
outside of Germany and bring in only 
such money as is absolutely neces- 
sary.” 

A new peace conference is neces- 
sary, he believes. 

“We have not had a real confer- 
ence yet,” Dr. Michaelis declared. 
“When you call us in and tell us to 
sign or die. that is not a conference. 
We must all come together as good 
fellows, and not as enemies, and look 
over the books and go through our 
safes and see what we really can pay. 

“Then a world reconstruction must 
be worked out that will include not 
only England and France, but the 
United States, Germany and Russia. 
There must be co-operation between 
all of these countries.” 

The internal troubles, he thought, 
were not so serious as the news dis- 
patches indicated. The present mon- 
archist revolutionary movement which 
led to the assassination of Dr. Walter 
Rathenanu, the foreign minister, will 
he as abortive as the Kapp revolution, 
Dr. Michaelis predicted. 

“The German republic is not in 
danger. “Fvery man who loves his 
country must support the republic. 
It mav be that in two or three 
years. in a legal way, parliament 
will decide that changes are desirable 
and will decide upon a modified mon- 
archy. But there will never be a re- 
turn to the dictation of one man, 
it is not certain that the monarchy 
will ever come back. The group of 
active monarchists now is very small 
indeed. though it is composed of in- 
fluential persons.”

“He's the hardest man in the world 
to pitch to,” was the unanimous ver- 
dict of the hurlers regarding Graney. | 
And he rightfully earned that title. | 
Twice did he lead the American 
league batters in drawing passes. 
Other years he ranked among the lead- 
ers, injuries keeping him from the 
game at times and preventing him 
from running up a larger total. 

‘And once on the bases he was a 
dangerous man. He was fast and | 
heady. 

Graney will tell you himself that 
as a pitcher be became a durn good, 
outfielder. 

He began his baseball 
pitcher with his home town  semi- | 
pro team ip St. Thomas, Ontario, In: 
1905. The next year he played with 
Fulton in the Empire State league 
and his pitching attracted the atten- 
tion of big league scouts. The Cubs 
landed him, but farmed him to Roches- 
ter. Hi¥ wildness caused Rochester to 
let him down to Wilkes-Barre. Cleve- 
land then acquired him, but, failing 
to cure his wildness, sent him to Co- 
lumbus and then to Portland.

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Continued Firm Prices 
Show Trend of Business 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
__ New York, July 9.—While the hol-| 
idays have served to obscure the trend 
in business and finances during the 
past week, the available evidence in- 
dicates a continuation of the ad- 
vancement in general business. The 
securities markets have continued ir- 
regular, but the tendency has been, 
on the whole, toward higher prices. 
Call money also has been a variable 
factar, and the reserve ratio of the 
combined federal reserve system has 
fallen for the second consecutive 
week. ‘The normally heavy demand 
for currency in connection with the 
early July holidays has, however, 
caused the latest decline in ratio, agd 
the real tendency of money rates dur- 
ing the month remains to be disclosed. 

No falling off is discernible, mean- 
while, in the demand for steel, despite 
the fact that the pig iron output for 
June set a new high record for the 
year, a daily average of 78,700 tons 
comparing with 74,400 tons in May 
and 53,100 tons in January. Loadings 
of railroad cars also have risen to a 
new high record. Thus for the week 
ending June 24 the total is 878,000 
ears, or 17,000 more than in the 
previous week and 61,000 more than 
in the. week immediately preceding 
the coal strike, although loadings of 
coal cars in that week ran 108, 
| higher than in the one ending June 24. 

Firm Prices. 

Other signs of increasing stability 
in business are furnished by firmness 
in the general level of commodity 
prices and’a continuation of the fall- 
ing off in the volume of business fail- 
ure. The index of wholesale price 
rose 2.2 per cent during June, with 
all seven. groups of constituent com- 
modities participating in the advance. 
Commercial ‘failures as reported by 
the same agency declined to 1,740, 
which is 220 less than in any month 
of. the year. Liabilities involved fell

Although existing strikes continue 
to supply an element of uncertainty, 
most quarters consider that the events 
of the week have justified optimistic 
views as to the effect of the railroad 
walkout. 

Strike Situation. 

The New England textile strike is 
dragging on, but the suspension of 
coal mining still is regarded as the 
most important of the country’s in- 
dustrial disputes. It is too early to 
discuss the possibilities of the nego- 
tiations now going on at Washington 
to end the strike, but nothing has 
transpired so far which is _inter- 
preted as being prejudicial to a set- 
tlement. Crop news is little changed. 
Wheat prices, after a tentative rally, 
séftened under the influence of fair 
weather reports. Cotton, on the other 
band, rallied sharply on the govern- 
ment’s crop estimate, which placed the 
condition as of June 25 at 71,2, and 
the probable yield at slightly more 
than 11,000,000 bales. Such a crop 
will be approximately 1,000,000 bales 
Short of last year’s taking and will 
be added, furthermore, to a subnor- 
mal carrvover. With the possible dam- 
age by the boll weevil still to be de- | 
veloped, trade expected to remain rea- 
sonably firm.

—The announcement that 
daily market reports of the water- 
melon crop, that have been issued 
here for several weeks during the 
melon season, will. be discontinued, 
means that the season of 1922 is 
nearly closed in South Georgia. 

The service will be resumed 
few davs from Macon. 

The last report given out yester- 
day shows that. up to July 5, inclu- 
sive, 6.303 carlot shipments of Geor- 
gia melons have been made, as 
against 6.462 to the same date last 
year, and that Florida melons of 
the same date this year show 10,207 
as against 5,454 last year. .The price 
of melons here, f. p. b., is reported 
as dropping froth $25-$50 for the av- 
erage 22-pound melon, and $125-3$160 
for the 28¢pound melon. 

There will still be shipments going 
forward, probably through next week, 
but the real season is over, and the 
buyers and solicitors will hie them- 
selves to new fields and devote most 
of their time and attention to the 
Georgia peach, or to the watermelons 
of middle Georgia. 

What effect the comparative fail- 
ure of the crop this season will have 
on the acreage for next year is of 
course problematical, for while the 
man who lost thinks now he is through 
with melons, he may change his mind 
next year and plant just the same, 
as the crop is ‘always a temptation 
and the man who loses one year is 
likely to take in good money the next, 
at least that is the way he usually 
feels about it. ;

KEYES NEW CATHOLIC 
BISHOP FOR GEORGI 


Savannah, Ga., July 9.—( Special. ) 
Savannah Catholics heard today with 
unusual interest the announcement 


of the appointment of Father Michael 
Keyes, professor of moral theology 
and canon law at the Marist college, 
in Washington, D. C., to be bishop of 
Savannah, to succeed the Rt. Rev. 
Benjamin K. Keiley, resigned as active 
bishop. The diocese includes all the 
Catholic churches and institutions in 
the state of Georgia. 

Father Michael Joseph Keyes, 
S.M., was born at Dingle, County 
Kerry, Ireland, about 45 years ago. 
He was educated in Ireland and took 
high scholastic honors. He came to 
the United States about 1903 and 
taught first at All Hallows college, 
Salt Lake City, as a member of the 
Society of Mary. He has been of 
the Marist Order since his early 
church connection 15 years ago. He 
was ordained to the priesthood by the 
late Bishop Curtis, of Washington, 
D. C., and is one of the youngest 
bishops in point of age and in point 
of length of priesthood in the 
country. 

IIe studied at the Marist college, 
Washington, and at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America with which the 
Marist college is affiliated. Ever 
since his ordination he has been a 
member of the faculty of the Marist 
college in the capacity of professor 
of theology.: Early this year he was 
appointed president of the college by 
the superior general, 

In adidtion to his duties in the 
educational work Father Keyes hus 
been engaged in parochial activity 
in Washington and Baltimore. He 
is a profound scholar and is noted 
for his ready wit and his disposition 
to win the devotion of those asso- 
ciated with him in church work.
